he is given a hearing on the murder 
charge he will go into court and rsk 
for an insanity jury himself. He will 
not. he stated, try a man on a charge 
of so serious a nature if there is a 


dossibiiit.y that he is not responsible 


for the crime he has committed by 


reason of a clouded mind. The stat 


utes provide that in such cases the 
accused may be tried first to deter­ 
mine as to his sanity. 
If found to be 
insane he will be sent t.o the Lima 
asylum for the crim inal insane. 
H art is a peculiar chrracter. 
He 
has been canfined in the ail here for 
several weeks, and while he knows 
he is charged with the most serious 
offense under the statutes, he shows 
little concern over 'the m at’ or. 
He 
seems to think that he will secure 
assistance from some person, and has 
written numerous letters to influen­ 
tial men with whom he has no ac­ 
quaintance, asking them tv help him 
out of his trouble. 
One letter was 
directed to the management of the 
Foid Motor Car Co., at Detroit, and 
a number of Salem ’s influential citi­ 
zens were written to by him. He also 
has an idee that because he is charg 
cd with a serious offense that h"e is 
entitled to more consideration at the 
hands of the jail officials than any 
ether prisoner about the place. 
On 
this account he f ives special orders 
telling the rttsndants that he is en 
titled to what he wants because of 
t.he crime which which he is charged.
